"We are well satisfied with the pro- 
gress that has been made thus far 
and are convinced that wit'u Any- 
thing like propitious weather, our 
plans will be realized," Rer. Plum- 
anns said. 


In addition to the fact that the 


new ch-. rch will be, when finally 
completed, "probably the most beau- 
tiful structure of its kind in the city, 
from the standpoint cf magnificence 
of architecture and equipment, the 
outstanding feature of the achieve- 
ment is that It Is being erected by a 
parish of about 600 families and 
that Its members are for the most 
part working people. 
WORK IS DELAYED 


While there has been no delay in 


the work of construction occasioned 
by lack of men, it is stated, the non- 
delivery of material during the past 
several months held up the struct- 
ural work to the point that gritting 
It under .roof has not been accom- 
plished, as was anticipated, by this 
time. The foundation was laid sev- 
eral year* ago and the basement 
completed, wherein church services 
have been held, pending the erection 
of the church proper. 


It is estimated that the completed 


shell of the structure will cost $125,- 
GOO. 
Decorated <ind equipped with 
seats, altar, organ, 
altar 
railing, 


statuary, confessionals 
and other 
necessities, the cost will mount to 
1200,000, It is stated. 


The new edifice, now attaining 


imposing proportions and the beauty 
of the architectural flans develop-'
